day favored John R. Malone of Sikes­ 
ton, charged with shooting and felon­ 
iously wounding Carl Bess, automobile 
dealer of that place, on April 4 last.

Punishment for the 
former 
crime ranges from two years’ to life 
imprisonment and for the latter from 
a $ 1 0 fine to two year’s imprisonment. 
When the jurors filed into the box 
shortly afternoon today, Judge 
Ing 
asked tftem if they had reached 
a 
verdict. 
The foreman announced that 
they were convinced of the defend- 
ant s guilt, but were unable to agree 
on the penalty. It was explained that 
three of the jurors favored conviction 
on the major count while the others 
considered punishment for common as­ 
sault sufficient. 
Under the law they 
could have returned a verdict on eith­ 
er count and left the fixing of punish, 
ment to the court. 
Judge Ing could 
not explain this, however, in court 
under the law and his only course was 
to discharge them. 
Although it is 
common 
property 
here and Sikeston that the shooting 
occurred as a result of Bess’ friend­ 
ship for Malone’s wife, this was not a 
part of the defense and references to 
this relationship were excluded from 
the testimony. Malone’s attorneys, R.

Considerable testimony 
in 
regard to threats against Malone by 
Bess were introduced in support 
of 
this plea. 
The prosecution rested its ease up­ 
on theftestimony of eyewitnesses and

to 
whom Malone is alleged to have told 
of his intentions to shoot Bess 
just 
before the shooting. 
O. J. Brown, proprietor of the Bijou 
in which the shooting occurred, testi­ 
fying for the state, said that Malone 
entered the restaurant and began to 
shoot from the doorway, firing twice. 
He said that Bess, after one bullet 
had struck him, ran behind a counter. 
Malone then, he said, left the restaur­ 
ant and went into a jewelry store 
next door. 
The testimony of Dr. P. 
M. Malcolm, who was talking to Bess 
when he was shot and who administer, 
ed first aid was similar to that of 
Brown. 
Gid Daniels and T. Wilson testified 
concerning Malone’s

RENTERS IN MISSOURI

l Farm tenantry in Missouri is decreas­ 
ing. 
This fact is evidenced by a bul- 
llotin issued by Commissioner William 
H. Lewis of the State Bureau of La­ 
bor Statistics, showing that hte num­ 
ber of farms in the state operated by 
'tenants in early 1021 75,727 or 8.7 per 
| cent smaller than 
the number 
of 
farms operated by tenants in 1911. 
Th is decrease in number of tenant 
farmers ir. a period of ten yeas is, 
however, more than balanced by the 
fact that the total acreage thus con­ 
trolled increased 
from 
8,772162 
in 
1910 to 9,423,435 for 1921, and the to­ 
tal value of the holdings from $469,- 
821,461 to $808,860,461. 
The acreage 
under cultivation leaped in the same 
decade 
from 
6,49,931 
to 6,937,018 
acres. 
The cultivation in 1920 of a 
much larger area by a smaller num­ 
ber of tenant farmers was made pos­ 
sible though the advent of auto trac­ 
tors and plows and the introduction of 
electric power into rural Missouri. 
The number of farms operated by 
tenants in 1011 was 82,058, according 
to the bulletin, while the number op­ 
erated by tenants in 1921 was 75,727. 
This decrease in tenantry represents 
a decrease of 8.7 per cent, consider­ 
ing the t<ptal number of farms 
thus 
operated in the state. 
In 1911 29.9 
per cent of the total number of farms 
in the state was operated by tenants, 
while in 1921 28.8 per cent were oper­ 
ated by tenants. 
The bulletin further shows that the 
total number of farms in the state has 
decreased 5.1 per cent 
during 
the 
past ten years, indicating that farms 
became larger 
in acreage. 
In 1911 
three were 277,244 farms in the state, 
while in 1921 there were only 266,004. 
The increase in farm acreage 
the 
same ten-year period was from 34,- 
591,248 to 34,774,679, a pain of 183,- 
431 acres. The increase in the area of 
land under cultivation was much more 
marked, it jumping from 24,581,186 
acres at the commencement of 1911 to 
24,832,966 acres in 1921 a pain of 
251,780 
acres.

increase 
counts more than adding a million 
acres to the farm area and allowing 
the same to remain unimproved and 
not under cultivation. 
In valuation the amount of land in 
the hands of tenants has increased ov­ 
er 90 per cent during the last

of owners has increased only 70 per 
cent. 
Over 70 per cent of all the farms in

Means Committee that the repeal of 
the excess profits taxes and the re­ 
duction of the higher 
surtaxes 
be 
made retroactive to January 1 last 
were defeated by Republican insurg­ 
ents led by Congressman Mann, for­ 
mer Republican floor leader, support 
ed by Congressmen from the western 
agricultural States. 
Races* profits 
taxes, 
as is well- 
known, are not paid by the corpora­ 
tion but are passed on to the con­ 
sumer. For this year they have been 
paid by 
the 
consumer 
for 
seven 
months and are now in the treasuries 
of 
the 
corporations. 
If 
President 
Harding and 
his 
Secretary of 
the 
Treasury and the reactionary Republi­ 
cans in the House could have 
their 
way in making the bill 
retroactive 
with respect to these taxes, the money 
so collected could have been passed 
out by the corporations in dividends. 
As 'it is, assuming that that the bill 
passes in it* present form, they will 
be paid into the public treasury. 
Although the insurgent members of 
the Republican caucus won a victory 
in compelling the collection of these 
excess profits taxes this year, 87 Re­ 
publicans out of 195 voted lo let the 
corporations retain these taxes, and 
in this manner repay the principal 
contributors to the Republican cam. 
paign fund. 


Tax Bill Creates Deficit. 
Instead of producing a scientific tax 
bill to meet the requirements of gov­ 
ernment, Chairman Fordney has pro­ 
duced only a political bill with a view 
of fooling the people into the belief 
that the Republican party is keeping 
its campaign promise to reduce taxes 
and is making a record of economy. 
What he is doing, according to 
the 
spokesmen of his own party, is pro­ 
ducing a deficit which the government 


will have to borrow’ money to meet, 
and pass the debt on with the hope 
that something will turn up. 
According to its sponsors, the Ford­ 
ney tax bill is expected to produce a 
little over $3,000.000,000 
in revenue, 
which with the expected revenue from 
the tariff bill would bring the total 
revenue up to nearly four billion? of 
dollars. 
Secretary Mellon estimates that he 
will require $4,554,000.000 
to 
meet 
expenditures for 1022. 
which 
would 
leave a deficit of half a billion. The 
Treasury estimate is way below that 
of other estimates by those who are 
qualified to make them. 
As late as 
June 6 last Senator Borah on 
the 
floor of the Senate, said with refer­ 
ence to expenditures: 
“I stop here to venture this opinion 
—1 will not call it a prophecy, hut I 
venture this 
opinion: 
Judging 
the 
future by the past, instead of being 
$5.000.000,(KM) for 1922 it will reach 
five and n half or six billions and I 
see the items coming now which will 
cover that.” 
Senators Penrose and Smott, 
the 
best-informed 
Republicans in 
the 
Senate on financial matters, have both 
stated that there could be no reduction 
in taxation—that is. without creating 
a deficit, because they realized 
that 
government expenditures would be re­ 
duced. The administration has prom­ 
ised some reductions, of course, such 
as saving $25.000.000 in the Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture when the entire 
appropriation for that department is 
only $33000,000, but so far they are 
only promises. 
As to the Fordney estimate that 
the tax bill will produce upward of 
$3,000,000,000, it is only necessary to 
call attention to the Republican esti­ 
mate that the tariff bill will produce 
$700.000,000—some put it as high as 
$900,000.000. 
The absurdity 
of this 
estimate is apparent when it is state- 
ed that the high record of customs, 
collecions in any one year was $333,- 
C83.445 in 1910, when trade was good. 
The Republican estimators propose to 
douh^e this in a year when trade is 
falling off at an appalling rate.
